The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a planetary differential 
comprising a differential case, a planetary carrier, and a retainer plate, as recited in the 
claim; specifically, wherein the housing includes a threaded segment, and the retainer 
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plate has threads engaging the threaded segment of the housing to permit adjustment of 
the axial position of the retainer plate relative to the housing.
